2. Vessels for the purposes of measurement of tonnage shall be divided into two 
classes as below :— 


Class I—To include all steamers, flats and barges, and such other square-built 
boats as should, in the opinion of the Supervisor, be included. 
Class II.—To include all vessels of the usual native types of build. . 


The net tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of 
Act V (B.C.) of 1864 and of these rules, be determined by the following measurements :— 


Class IT :— 


- A.—The product of quarter the length of the vessel from stem to stern, measured 
along the water-line, multiplied by the jnterior greatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied 
by the depth from the water-line to the bottom of the vessel, is to be taken as equal to the 
number of maunds upon which toll shall be levied. 

B.—The measurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting inches ; the measure- 
ment of the breadth aud depth is to be made in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting portions 
of less than a quarter of a foot in net depth, : 

©.—In calculating the amount of toll to be levied, any portion of 100 maunds less than 
12} maunds is to be omitted. In the case of boats exceeding 500 maunds by measurement 
any fraction of 100 maunds, less than 50 maunds, is to be omitted, and, exceeding 50 maunds, 
18 to My ee as 50 maunds only, ; 

-—Provided that in the case of vessels which entered the canals at Chi i - 
pore and Chetla empty, for the purpose of loading therein, the depth shall be mi eg So 
the lire of usual immersion, as visible on the outside of the vessel to the bottom of the vessel 
and not from the line of actual immersion at the time of measurement. :

(3) In the case of all the members of a chaukidari panchayat being appointed village 
headmen, or of the principal or the collecting member of a éhaukidari 
panchayat being appointed the village headman, a clause shall be ‘added to 
the appdintment order under section 3 of the Chaukidari Act, to the effect 
that they have, or he has, also been appointed to be village headmen or the 
village headman, under section 45A of the Oriminal Procedur€Oode. When 
a pérson other than a member ofa chaukidari panchayat is appointed, he 
shall receive a special sanad from the Magistrate. 

(4) The Magistrate shall keep a register of all persons who have been appointed vil- 
lage headmen, showing their names and fathers’ namos, and the villages 
for whiob they are responsible, and shall take measures to effect mutations in 
this register from time to time when one headman dies and is succeeded by 
another, .

Steam-vessels Act, VI of 1884, the Lieutenant-Governor proposes. to make the following 
tules for the protection of inland steam-vessels from danger by explosion or fire, in super- 
session of the rules sanctioued under the notification of this Government, dated the 24th 
January 1888, which was published in page 26 of the Appendix to the Calcutta Gazette of 
the 26th idem. ‘These rules will be taken into consideration on the expiry of a month from 
the date of first publication in the Gazette, and the Lieutenant-Governor will be glad to con- 
sider any suggestions or observations that may be made concerning them by any person 
within this period :— 

1. Before an inland steam-vessel proceeds on a voyage, her cargo, and that of any flat 
or flats which are intended to be towed, shall be safely stowed away, and hay and other 
inflammable material shall be properly covered with tarpaulins, or other sufficient proteo-- 
tion. 

2. Sections 48 and 49 of the Act shal! be posted up in some prominent place in every 
inland steam-vessel. Evygry person who takes any dangerous goods with him on board an 
inland steam-vessel shall, if required to do so, deliver up the same to the Master of the 
vessel for safe custody. . : 

. No person Soll we naked lights of any description in the hold or on the cargo * 
deck of any vessel; and no closed light shall be so used unlegs it be in charge of an officer 
of the vessel, Sires shall be permitted only in galleys or regularly constructed fireplaces. 

4, Stations shall be assigned beforehand to the officers aud crew, so that, in case 
of fire, they may divide into parties and take up those stations, — ; 

5. No gunpowder or ee explosive shall be carried unless" in a suitably constracted 
magazine compartment; and no fire shall be permitted on board any flat or steamer while 
gunpowder is being taken in or discharged. : 

6. Every inland steam-vessel of a burden of 100 tons and upwards shall be provided , 
with sufficient hose to reach from her engines to her stem and taffrail, and shall be supplied 
with fire-buckets in the proportion of one for each of the crew, which shall be kept in a 
place where they are at once available. They shall also be provided with fire-engines, which 
shall be placed under the charge of an officer, who shall be responsible that they are ready 
for immediaté use, .
